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THE CHINESE CHRISTIAN FELLOWSHIP IN NEW YORK 


This organization held a Summer Conference in Camp Norge, N. T., July 3-5, with 110 
persons present, The theme for the Conference was ‘‘Living our Lives with Christ Today. Dr. 


Frank Price was one of the speakers. 


The Fellowship has no definite membership list, but has over 350 on its mailing list. It 
has a budget of about $1,000 a year for miscellaneous expenses, There are no paid workers en- 
gaged by the Fellowship itself, but Gardner Tewksbury and George Geng, representing The Chinese 
Student and Alumni Services in the New York Area, and K. C. Chen, of the China Institute, are 
active in the affairs of the Fellowship, Moses Hsu, of the Nanking Theological Seminary Litera- 
ture Program, is also an active member, 


The Fellowship holds a service of worship every other Sunday afternoon in Riverside 
church, On the Sundays between, and at other times, it sponsors Bible Study Classes at the

Moses Hsu is editor of a Chinese monthly magazine, Tao Feng Yueh Kang, Chinese Chris- 
tian Journal, which begins with the August issue, It sells for $2.00 a year, and can be purchased 
from the Chinese Student and Alumni Services Center at 1 30 Morningside Drive. The first number 
will have an article by Dr. Leighton Stuart. 


AMERICANS AND CHINESE: TWO WAYS OF LIFE 


This book, by Francis L. k. Hsu (Schuman, $6.00), is an important sociological study, 
prof. Hsu is a native of Manchuria, a graduate of Shanghai University, and used to teach Soci- 
ology at Huachung University. He is now Professor of Anthropology at Northwestern University. 


The main point of contrast which the author brings out is American individualism as 
against Chinese loyalty to the primary groups, that is, family, clan, and local community, The 
set of mind in one is individual-centered, in the other situation-centered, With this contrast as 
guide he examines various aspects of Chinese and American societies, Marriage and divorce, 
family life, government, religion, - all these facets of social life are discussed with shrewdness 
and intelligence. He finds significance, for example, in the fact that children are so much more 
under parental control in China than in America, In America many cities and streets are named 
after prominent individuals, but in China the prominent individual is named after his home town, 
as though Franklin Roosevelt should be popularly known as Hyde Roosevelt. (He notes Chung Shan 
as an exception to this in China.) He thinks there is as much governmental corruption in America 
as in China, but it takes different forms, Characteristic of China are embezzlement extra-legal 
levies and nepotism; characteristic of America are the misuse of government funds and the sale 


of influence. 


Perhaps the chief weakness in the picture he presents lies in the fact that he is contrasting 
the China of the past with the America of today. His evidence on the China side is all pre- 
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Communist, even going back to the classic novels, such as the Three Kingdoms. That is, his 3 é 
assumption is that the old social pattern is too durable to be broken by a mere change of govern- 


ment. He discusses marriage and divorce without considering the new and revolutionary mar- lc 
tiage law which is now in process of be ing enforced all over China. He cites the old filial piety T 
without putting alongside it the new China where children denounce their parents, th 


He does discuss Chinese Communism in a general way at the end of the book, but it does 


not seem that he has kept in very close touch with developments since he left China, For ex- 5 
ample, he has this amazing state ment regarding land reform, ‘*To the date of writing, more than 
three years after their conquest, the Communists have but gone through preliminary motions in 
response to the question which was said to be so harrowingly pressing, so crucial to the farmers, o! 
and over which so much ink has been spilled. Actually, the land reform had been completed gi 
for at least 75% of the population at the time he was writing that, Or does he mean that the 
present redistribution is but a preliminary step toward the ultimate collectivization of the land? 
If so, he does not say so. 

His conclusion, therefore, that individual-centered America is really in more danger of cl 
succumbing to totalitarianism than situation-centered China is, is not very convincing.

In spite of the above strictures, the book is well worth reading. In fact, both Latourette 
(in the New York Times) and Owen Lattimore (in The Nation) have called it the most significant “ 
sociological study of China in many years,

Reports from Hong Kong indicate a stepped up drive against Roman Catholic missionaries 
still remaining in China, At least 13 were taken to prison in Shanghai on June 15. Those not 
taken to prison were put under house arrest. 


A missionary has reported receiving a Manuscript in Hong Kong from the mainland, It 
was an interpretation of the parables of Jesus which had been written previously and left in China. 
An indirect verbal request sent in resulted in the MS being mailed out. 


CHURCH NEWS 


Further appeals on behalf of the Rosenbergs Tce reported from Nanking Union Theological 
Seminary and from all the churches of Hankow. : 


YMCA Secretary Kiang Wen-han addressed the National Youth Congress in Peking on 
June 11, reporting the work of the YMCA. He stated that local associations now exist in 26 
cities, and they are devoting their efforts to religious, cultural and educational activities, re- 
creation and sports, ‘‘Christianity as we believe in it, he said, is a gospel of peace. 


The Eighth Session of the East China Annual Conference of the Methodist Church was 
held in Shanghai May 21-24, under the leadership of Bishop Z. T. Kaung, with an attendance of 
91 according to the June Hsieh Chin. This attendance is much less than usual, Preachers 
ordained and unordained, Bible women, and lay delegates from the churches of this Conference 
should make up a total of over 200. The Conference Session proper was preceded by a study 
period from April 27 to May 20, during which two main subjects were stressed: Patriotism, and 
American imperialist poison. Liu Liang-mo and three representatives from the government 
were appointed by the Religious Affairs Bureau to direct the study, and the plans of the Confer- 

_ ence, Dr. John Chen (Ch'en Jen-ping), son of Marcus Chen, reported on a recent trip he had 
made to Korea, Liu Liang-mo, Shen Teh-jung and Li Ch'u- wen reported on the reorganization 8 
of the Jesus Family. Three men were ordained deacons in the Conference Session (evidently none | 
were ordained elders), and seven Seminary graduates were appointed as Supply Pastors. 8 
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) 3 The Foochow Three Self Committee has put into effect a far-reaching plan for the con- 
trol of all church property in Foochow. Use of property and income from rented property are no 
longer to be under the sole control of the original owning body, but will be controlled by the 
Three Self Committee. The Three Self Committee will distribute the property and income to 
those church organizations which have made the most determined efforts at reform, or which seem 
to them to be in greatest need of help, Shangyu T'ang pastor Liu Yang-feng and Fumin T'ang 
pastor Weng Sheng~-chi are quoted as praising the new plan for its proof of the kindly care of the 
Communist Government for the needs of the churches, 


The churches of P'ingyang in Chekiang have issued a set of rules regarding the borrowing 
of church property by civic organizations. These rules, which have been approved by the county 
government, provide as follows: 


1. Church property is not available for outside use on Sundays or when regular church 
meetings are being held, such as midweek prayer meetings, 

2. Arrangements must first be made with church authorities before expecting to use a 
church building. 

3. Churches may be borrowed only for ordinary meetings, and not for storing goods, 
plays, dormitory or dining room purposes, or secular music, 

4. Users must be responsible for the furniture of the church, and restore everything to its 
original position when the meeting is over. 

5. Ordinarily church property is not to be taken from the church, If necessary to do so, 
the borrowing organization must leave a written receipt, and be responsible for repairing any 
da mage. 
‘ 6. Borrowers must observe the rules of common hygiene, and sweep the property clean 
after using. 


The five church groups joining in this statement are; China Inland Mission, Seventh Day 
Adventist, Little Flock, Independent Church, and Methodist (British). 


, Christians in Hochwan in Szechwan have recently registered with the government, a 
\ Doral of over 50. According to the reporter, there were four groups of Christians there, Methodist, 
China Inland Mission, Seventh Day Advent, and Mennonite, but the last named group has evi- 
dently been liquidated. The news item makes special mention of the imperialist activities of 
Mennonite missionary McCammon and his expulsion from the country. 


Bishop Theodor Arvidson visited China this spring as part of a Swedish cultural delegation, 
While in Shanghai he visited the churches of the city guided by George Wu and Li Ch'u- wen, and 
attended a Moore Memorial Church service on Sunday. He stated in an interview that many lies 
are being told about the new regime in the newspapers of the West, and that the delegation on 
their return home would try to tell the people of Sweden the true facts. 


A delegation of seven, headed by Y. T. Wu, visited Fukien in May on behalf of the 
national Three Self Committee. While in Foochow Mr. Wu preached on the text, The truth 
shall make you free. They also visited Hinghwa and Amoy. The news item states that many 
Christians came to the wharf at Foochow to see them off when they returned to Shanghai, but 
whether they were returning to Shanghai by sea, or merely taking a launch to Nanping to go 
overland by bus, is not stated, 


Movies of the 1952 Peace Conference in Moscow have arrived in China, and were shown 
at various places in Shanghai and Tsingtao during May and June. The film shows Orthodox, Roman 
Catholic, Protestant, Jewish, Islam, and Mohammedan delegates joining in a call for peace. A 
worship service in a Moscow Cathedral is included, and speeches by Metropolitans Alexis and 
Nicholas,
